These were the words used hy Gov- 


ernor Harmon after hearing riom J. 
H. Miller, president of the Newark 
Law and Order league, relative to 
conditions existing iu Newark at tho 
present time. Before the conference 
proceeded far he showed scars on his 
head and face which were the result 
of an attack on him by ruffians three 
weeks ago. Three men called at his 
law office early in the evening and 
asked him to go to the mayor's offico 
with them to try and 
one of their 


friends out of jail. 
Miller suspected 


the trio and refused to go. An hour 
later, when he was 
entering 
his 


home, the three men sprang upon 
him and one of them struck him a 
number of blows with what appeared 
to be brass knuckles. 


Miller said that early Friday even- 


ing, when the mob began forming, he 
was advised 
that the 
ringleaders 


planned 
violence 
to 
himsplf 
and 


about 2H other men who have been 
prominent in the Law and Order 
league. 


"We got out of town as fast as wo 


could," said Miller. "1 have iiot been 
back to Newark since, but I have 
been in long-distance communication 
with my family and they tell me that 
practically all the Law and Order 
league men who left Friday evening 
are still absent." 


The governor advised Miller to go 


back to Newark, promising him all 
the protection he might need.

Reed, Chestnut-st., who wishes to do- 
nate to the city a 25-foot street along 
the west side of the wheeling rail- 
road running between East Chestnut 
and East Malrt-sts-; and also a short 
street extending Fourteenth'st. from 
ha present terminus across the rail 
road and joining the proposed new 
street west of the track. 


Mr. 
Merreil 
presented 
to 
the 


council a rough but quite accurate 
sketch of the proposed new street 
with. Its adjoining section of laud 
which Mrs- Reed proposed 
to sub- 


divide into city lots. 


The larger section of land forms a 


sort of triangle, beginning at Chest- 
nut-st. and extending back along the 
railroad, west of the tracks- 
The 


other plat lies east of the tracks and 
fronts that portion of land which will 
be the extension of Foujf-eonth-st. 
across the tracks. 


OPENS NEEDED STREET. 


After the lots have been platted. 


Mrs. Reed proposes to donate a sec- 
tion of land off these strips to 
the 


eity foj- the building of a street 25 
feet wide. 
One of these strips will
